Wheat Growers To Get 


Initial Minimum Price 
Of 60 Cents A Bushel 


OTTAWA, March 28.—For the 
1939-40 crop year starting next 
Aug. 1, western Canada wheat 
growers will be paid a guaranteed 
initial price of 60 cents a bushel, 
basis No. 1 Northern at Fort Wil- 
liam, instead of the 80-cent mini- 
mum on the same basis, paid dur- 
ing the present crop year. 

The 60-cent provision was pro- 
posed in an eagerly awaited bil! in- 
troduced in the House of Commons 
Monday by Hon. W. D. Euler, min- 
ister of trade, amending the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board Act.

MUTUAL WATCHFULNESS 

It was desirable to have mutual 
watchfulness by each part of the 
country to see other parts “do not 
raid the treasury.” 

“It is a check on government 
spending and I think you will agree 
with me that it would be pretty 
hard to get too many checks. In- 
deed the part of the Leadership 
League activities for which the most 
can be said is the publicity which 


they have given to government ex- | 


penditures. Much of this publicity 
has been extreme, some of it has 
been unreliable and ill-founaed, out 
on the whole I think it has been 
beneficial, arousing, as it has, or at- 
tempting to arouse, popular support 
for governmental economy.” 


IMPORTANT PRINCIPLE 

Mr. Isley said another important 
principle of Canadianism is racial 
and religious friendliness and tol- 
eration. Attachment to British in- 
stitutions and the principles on 
which they rest is a third principle. 

“There are those in Canada who 
believe that British institutions, not- 
ably the parliamentary system, are 
out of date and should go into dis- 
card. I do not agree with this view 
and history does not support it. 

“Now that Hitler has crossed the 
racial frontier, it may be that no 
one in the world is safe. But there 
have been two or three-occasions in 
the last few centuries when Britain 


was in a somewhat similar posi-| 


tion.”

Whatever the “row” in the affairs of 
the Eastern Irrigation District is all 
about, it is evident that the only way to 
clear up the situation now existing is to 
order a complete, thorough and im- 
partial investigation of all the facts and 
circumstances. This is due to all parties 
concerned, the residents of the district, 
the auditor who reported “irregularities”, 
the directors and manager of the irriga- 
tion project, and the taxpayers of the 
province whose money was loaned to the 
district, 

The well-established custom in Alberta, 
and in all Canada, is to refer a matter of 
this kind to a judge. Because that is the 
custom, a finding by an investigator who 
is not a judge does not carry the same 
weight with the public. The verdict of a 
judge is taken as conclusive, and nothing 
short of a conclusive finding will satisfy 
public opinion in the present instance. 
The more is that necessary because 
political interests have become involved 
by references made to the matter in and 
out of the legislature. 

The investigating should therefore be 
done by a judge; and provision should be 
made that his report will be given to the 
public without waiting for the legislature 
to meet again, which may not be until 
next spring. 


In a Subdued Key 


In point of belligerency, Premier Mus- 
solini's speech on Sunday fell short of 
expectations. This was the more notable 
because he was talking to Fascist veterans 
on the anniversary of their organization 
as a militant body. The sword-rattling, 
fist-shaking type of oratory was looked 
for, embodying something in the nature 
of a platform ultimatum to France. The 
speech was not of that kind. 

There was plenty to keep his hearers 
from thinking their leader had turned 
pacifist, but the old familiar devil-may- 
care-what-happens tone of the famed 
balcony days was not present. For what- 
ever reason, the Duce chin was not stuck 
out so invitingly as it used to be. 

Assurances were tendered to Herr 
Hitler that the Rome end of the axis has 
not jumped out of its bearings, the fer- 
ocious democracies were warned they 
must not gang up a2painst the amiable 
dictators, and adherence was affirmed to 


the creed that force is the basis of 
national policies. 
But there were no territorial ‘“de- 


mands” upon France. Corsica and Nice 
were not mentioned, even as areas of 
diplomatic conflict. Italy's “colonial 
problem” was defined as comprising 
claims in Tunisia, Djibouti and the Suez 
canal. This shortening of the list of 
grievances, and the substitution of claims 
for demands, marks a change—for the 
better—in the attitude of Benito toward 
France, whether the change is real or 
only another bit of posing for purposes of 
deception. 


Forty Per Cent Too Much 


Commissioner Gaunt reports that “‘the 
radio tube business in Canada constitutes 
a monopoly resulting in unduly enhanced 
prices to the consumer and restraint of 
trade.” 

The finding is very definite, even the 
words of the statute being employed to 
avoid doubt or obscurity. The plain mean- 
ing is that the parties responsible have 
operated in defiance of law and are liable 
to prosecution. As a practical reason for 
taking action against them, it is stated 
Canadian made tubes could be sold for 
40 per cent less than present prices and 
still be sold at a good profit. 

Aside from prosecuting the manu- 
facturers or the holding company, Mr. 
Gaunt does not see how the provincial 
authority could remedy matters. If price- 
setting were adopted, the manufacturers 
might refuse to supply tubes to Albertans. 
If the Government went into business as a 
distributor of tubes, those who bought 
tubes would be in danger of prosecution. 

There seems, therefore, nothing the 
provincial Government can do beyond 
hailing the makers into court. To do that 
would not necessarily make tubes cheaper, 
though the threat that prosecution would 

follow each future infraction of the com- 
bines law might have an effect in that 
direction, 

The direct remedy would be for parlia- 
ment to take off the duty and let the 
monopoly sell against foreign competitors.

Two Mills Would Help 


Assumption by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments of 80 per cent of 
relief payments—as proposed by the 
Dominion—would in the case of Edmon- 
ton, it is estimated, make a reduction of 
$90,000 in the amount of taxation which 
will have to be collected this year, mak- 
ing possible a two mill reduction in the 
tax rate. 

The total relief expenditure in the city 
last year was $1,041,000, of which the 
city provided $441,000, As the’ Govern- 
ments contribute nothing to the expense 
of administering the service, nor to 
medical and hospital treatment of persons 
on relief, the proportion of total outlay to 
be borne by the city under the proposed 
arrangement would be 29.5 per cent. 

It is estimated that 20 per cent of 
present relief costs represent about what 
cities on the average would have to pro- 
vide for indigent relief, if no unemploy- 
ment relief were paid. 

The change therefore would leave 
Edmonton liable for upwards of fifty per 
cent more than the cost of indigent relief. 
The city would be somewhat better off 
than under a three-way split of the total 
of relief payments and expenses. That 
would still be a good way from realizing 
the claim that cities should be freed en- 
tirely of the cost of unemployment relief. 
But it would be a very substantial lessen- 
ing of the burden thrown upon the city in 
past years. 

Translated into a two mill reduction 
in Edmonton's tax rate, the easement 
would be important in itself and still more 
important in giving encouragement and 
hope to the property-owning taxpayers, 
who have no other prospect in sight of a 
reduction in the mill rate. 


Mayor Telford wants Vancouver to go 
into the banking business. The idea being, 
no doubt, that the city could borrow from 
itself. 


Tragedy swept down with the swollen 
waters of a river in the Peace River dis- 
trict Saturday, when eight persons were 
drowned, and several pioneer families 
suffered hardship and loss.

In the drastic legislative measures which 
Eamon de Valera proposes the Dail Eireann shall

Do They Want Britain to Fight? 


Mr. Chamberlain's critics are in full cry over 
Hitler and Czecho-Slovakia. 

What do they want? A declaration of war 
on Germany? 

If they don't want that, what's all the clamor 
about? 

We are told that Chamberlain shouldn't have 
taken Hitler's word at Munich; that he ought to 
have known better. What was the alternative to 
not taking Hitler's word? The alternative was 
war. Yet nobody at the time of Munich wanted 
war. Everybody blessed Mr. Chamberlain for 
averting war. For “saving peace.” It was only 
long after Munich that the critics became valor- 
ous, began talking about “standing up to the 
dictators.” 

Is Mr. Chamberlain to be damned because, 
choosing between the alternatives of war and 
hope that Hitler might turn out a civilized 
human being who would keep his word, he chose 
the latter? Preferred to believe that the head 
of a great state could be trusted to act decently? 

If war was the right thing in September, as 
80 many people seem to be telling us, then it is 
the right thing now. It is more right, seeing that 
Hitler has shown beyond much doubt that he 
cannot be trusted, and seeing as well that Britain 
is more prepared for war. Are Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s critics ready for it? Do they want it—now? 
Does anybody in Canada want it? 

If they don’t, then for the sake of common 
sense and common fairness, let's have less of this 
easy, cheap criticism of Chamberlain.—Ottawa 
Journal, 


The Great Betrayals 


Last week Adolf Hitler was given by his 
press the title “Mehrer des Deutschen Reichs” 
(Aggrandizer of the German Empire)—a desig- 
nation bestowed on mediaeval German emperors 
who enlarged the realm. What he has said and 
what he has done to earn that title make interest- 
ing comparative reading: 

“After the solution of this question,” he said 
on the Saar issue in the Reichstag on Jan. 30, 
1934, “the German government is willing and 
determined to accept in its innermost soul as 
well as external formulation the pact of 
Locarno.” 

The Locarno Pact, which he held in such high 
respect, stipulated that Germany would arbitrate 
or conciliate any border disputes in Western 
Europe. After a plebiscite, Herr Hitler revised 
the borders of Germany to include the Saar 
basin—area, 738 square miles; population, 812,- 
000; resources, coal, iron, steel, heavy industries. 

“I have removed the question of the ever- 
lasting European revisions of frontiers from 
the atmosphere of public discussion in Germany 
—We have no territorial demands to make in 
Europe.” 

So said the Fuehrer, just after marching his 
troops into the Rhineland in defiance of the 
Treaty of Versailles in March 1936. Since the 
Rhineland was technically part of Germany, the 
militarization did not qualify as an aggrandize- 
ment, but was nevertheless a reassertion of pre- 
War boundaries. 

“Germany has neither the wish nor the in- 
tention to mix in internal Austrian affairs, or to 
annex or unite with Austria.” 

To the democracies, who have always offi- 
cially believed the Aggrandizer’s words rather 
than his acts, it came as a great surprise when, 
on March 12, 1938, his troops marched into 
Austria—area: 32,369 square miles; population: 
6,760,233; resources: lignite, anthracite, iron, 
copper, lead, zinc, lumber, small manufactures, 
agriculture, gold reserve of $46,000,000. After 
the Austrian grab, the Mehrer said: 

“The eternal dream of the German people 
has been fulfilled... . Germany wants only 
peace. She does not want to add to the sorrow 
of other nations.” 

To the sorrow of Czecho-Slovakia, and still 
to the surprise of France and England, Aggran- 
dizer Hitler took the Sudetenland on October 1, 
1938—are: some 10,800 square miles; population: 
some 3,500,000; resources: rich deposits of coal 
and iron, highly developed industries, prin- 
cipally textiles, glassware, chemicals. Accord- 
ing to Neville Chamberlain, the Fuehrer said at 
Munich: 

“After the Sudeten question is settled, that 
is the end of Germany's territorial claims in 
Europe.” 

Last week, with the annexation of Bohemia, 
Moravia and Slovakia, Herr Hitler's word proved 
as bad a prophet as ever. He grabbed 32,000 
square miles, population of 9,250,000, new muni- 
tion (including the Skoda works), a large shoe 
industry, Pilsen breweries, gold reserve of $80,- 
000,000. 

Having started with 181,268 square miles of 
territory and a population of 65,218,258, the 
Aggrandizer last week had in his hands a Reich 
far greater than pre-War Germany. The Ger- 
man Empire of 1914 covered 208,800 square miles 
and included 67,812,000 Germans. The German 
Empire of 1939 covers 259,375 square miles with 
a population of 86,590,491—-not all Germans 

Aggrandizer Hitler made no statements last 
week about being satisfied ag to territorial de- 
mands. In fact, even Neville Chamberlain was 
inclined to doubt the Fuehrer's promises. Such 
countries as Poland and Hungary were not 
doubting his threats, however. When he arrived 
back in Berlin, Storm Troop units and loud- 
speakers sang all day a song with the refrain: 

Today we own Germany, 

Tomorrow the whole world Time, New 
York,

said he never was known to refuse the plea for 
aid of any Chinese indigent. 

The reason why I think that “Charlie the 
Christian” was an unofficial sort of Christian, 
was that the funeral was carried out with the 
ceremony and customs of his homeland. His body 
had lain in state for over a month. At the public 
service in the Oriental] theatre, the weird tunes of 
Chinese laments mingled with Christian hymn 
tunes led by a brass band. 

So great was the crowd of yellow and white 
men who gathered to do him honor that a police 
Squad was called out to prevent a traffic tie-up, 
and the procession was led by a couple of motor- 
cycle policemen. Over two hundred automobiles 
and five hundred Chinese on foot, followed the 
remains of “Charie the Christian.”

You've never seen, perhaps, such a funeral 
procession. Led by Union Jacks and the flag of 
the Chinese Republic, a red-uniformed brass 
band, and a company of Canadian Chinese Boy 
Scouts, came a four-foot photograph of “Char- 
lie's” kindly features, embowered in spring 

flowers. The women of 
GOOD CHRISTIAN his family, clad in mourn- 
WAS CHARLIE ing white, followed in 

limousines, but his two 
sons trudged on foot behind the flower-covered 
hearse. In satin slippers, bare heads and white 
robes, they were helped along by their friends, 
the eldest as chief mourner bent double with 
grief, and the younger with bowed head. 

Five ceremonial pauses were made—one be- 
fore Charlie’s old home where on a table food 
and wine were set, with three sets of chopsticks. 
One set was for the dead man, the other two for 
his honorable ancestors. 

The battle flags of the Fifth and Eighth Route 
armies—in token of Charlie Ting’s aid to his 
country’s defence—were followed by scores of 
banners in Chinese, setting forth his virtues. The 
legend on one read “From birth to death, from 
death to birth, yet still alive.” The hope of all 
religions is the same. 

Some day the ornate walnut casket will be 
unearthed, crated and sent back to China, to re- 
pose near to the remains of Charlie Ting’s an- 
cestors. 

I've never been very keen on going to Heaven 
myself, after meeting some of the people who 
are going there. If there’s any choice of destina- 
tion given, I'll ask to be sent to the same place 
as “Charlie the Christian.”

Number of producer marketing 
boards that can be set up in this 
province under the marketing act 
sponsored in the legislature by Hon. 
Ernest C. Manning, minister of 
trade and industry. can be “inde- 
finitely expanded in keeping with 


the number of produces bodies de- 
siring to use the legislation, subject 
to the approval of the government.” 

This statement was made by Mr 
Manning in a letter to the Calgary | 
Board of Trade in reply to a series 
of questions sent by the board to 
him in respect of the new act 

In reply, Mr. Manning wrote:

Dear Sir: I have for acknowledg- 
ment your letter of the 22nd instant, 
inquiring as to various provisions of 
The Alberta Marke‘ ng Act present- 
ly receiving consideration by the 
Legislature 

Doubtless the time your Council 
have been able to give to consider- 
ation of this measure has been 
limited and further study since 
your letter was written has clari- 
fied, even before this rephy is re- 
ceived, many of the points raised 
in your communication. I am glad, | 
however, to have the opportunity 
of explaining the particular phases 
of the Act covered by your inquiry. 

1—Under the Natural Products 
Marketing (British Columbia) Act, 
there is provided for a British Col- 
umbia Marketing Board, a Govern- 
mental Board of three members 
paid by the Government, which ha 
oversight over all produce: Mar- 
keting Boards established under the 
Act. 


PAY EXPENSES 


The latter Boards are established 
by the Government on the request 
of producer groups and pay their 
expenses by licenses or assessments 
against the producers concerned. Al 
present there are in British Colum- 
bia, seven such Marketing Boards in 
operation, and the number is cap- 
able of indefinite expansion. 

Part One of The Alberta Market- 
ing Act provides for the establish- 
ment of producer marketing 
boards to be established in a simi- 
lar way and to have similar pow- 
ers, with this jmportant difference 
—that there is no provincial mar- 
keting board over them. The pow- 
ers of the producer marketing 
boards are those which are set out 
in the scheme or proposal adopted, 
or conferred upon the board by the 
Lieutenant Governor jin Council 
under the provisions of the act. 


SEPARATE BODY | 


In other words, producer 
marketing board Part One 


each 
under 


is a separate corporate body _ per- 
forming itself the functions for 
which it is established, for the 


benefit of the producer group con- 
cerned. The number of boards, as 
in British Columbia, may be inde- 
finitely expanded in keeping with 
the number of producer bodies de- 
siring to use the legislation, subject 
to the approval of the government. 

2--The producer marketing 
boards in British Columbia defray 
their expenses by licenses or tolls 
levied against the inembers if the 
group. Similar provision is made 
in the Alberta Act. (See Section 7, 
sub-section 2 (d).) 

3—The powers to be granted to 
any board over licenses are similar 
to those presently granted to mar- 
keting boards in operation in Bri- 
tish Columbia, and are intended to 
give to the board effective author-| 
ity over the product to be market- 
ed. Such powers are made effec- 
tive by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council who at all times has pow- 
er to amend, suspend or revoke the 
same, and the right of appeal to) 
the Lieutenant Governor in Coun- 
cil in case of need is always pre- 
sent | 
UNDER REGULATIONS | 

The Provincial Markeling Board 
established under Part II is a Goy- 
ernment body which will operate 
under regulations to be established 
by the Government. You will note 
by sub-section 2 of Section 10, that 
the power of the board to engage 
in the activities enumerated is sub- 
ject to the approval of the Leuten- 
ant Governor in Council, and that 
the extent to which it may transact 
any business is subject to such 
regulations as may be passed by | 
the Lieutenant Governor in Coun- 
cil, 

It is not anticipated that the op- 
erations of the Bourd will involve 
the possibility of substantial loss 
Nor can we see how such would be 
possible to creditors unless pur- 
chases were made in volume on 
credit terms, and any risks herein 
could doubtless be guarded ageinst 
by the parties interested, in the 
usual business manner 


FOR PROMOTION 

With regard to agreements for 
promotion of the sale of goods 
within the Province, it is intended 
that these are to be financed by 
mutually satisfactory arrangement 
between the Minister end the party 
concerned. The exact method to be 
pursued and the cost, if any, to the 
individual, will naturally have to 
be worked out in keeping with the 
circumstances involved in each 
case. Generally speaking, however,

OTTAWA, March 2%—All wid- 
ows of war veterans who were in | 
receipt of pensions for a disability 
of 50 per cent or more will receive 
pensions under legislation the gov- 
ernment expects to introduce this 
session, Hon. C. G. Power, minis- 
ter of pensions and national, 
health, told the House of Commons 
last night. 

At present a widow receives a. 
pension if her husband dies from) 
his pensionable disability due to his) 
war service but where the husband 
was in receipt of pension for an 80, 
per cent or greater disability the! 
widow is given the benefit of the 
doubt and granted pension in all 
cases, The new legislation will drop 
this limit to the 50 per cent dis- 
ability 

“This will not meet the current 
agitation for widows’ pensions 
and is not intended to meet it,” 
said Mr. Power. “That agitation is 
to obtain pensions for all veterans’ | 
widows.” } 

It would, he said, indicate the) 
house was prepared to go eas far 
as it-reasonably could. To go furs | 
ther would be to grant pensions on 
grounds of pure sympathy and not! 
on merit. Some 400 or 500 widows 
would probably receive pensions 
but payments would not be retroac- 
tive and they would not receive any 
back pension.

Before occupied property in Ed- 
monton, Calgary or Medicine Hat 
can be sold through tax sale pro-_ 


| ceedings, final approval of the min- 


ister of municipal affairs must be 
obtained, according to an amend-| 


ment to the Tax Recovery Act, rati- 
fied in the committee of the whole; 
assembly of the legislature on Mon- 
day. 

This legislation was made appli- 
cable to Lethbridge some time ago 
and the amendment of Monday ex- 
tends it to include this city, Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat 

Heretofore, disposal of tax sale 
properties in the cities was gov- 
erned by the Tax Recovery Act of 
1922 under which tax sales were | 
held. 

The amendment as ratified on 
Monday provides that: 

“Every parcel offered for sale by| 
any city or town upon which some 
person is residing or of which some 
person is in actual occupation and 
every parcel offered for sale by any | 
municipality other than a city or} 
town shall be so offered upon the} 
express condition that no sale affect- | 
ed thereof shall have any force or} 
effect unless and until the same has
